Tribbett came into town ^vith the surveyor's 
watch and a revolver. Ke sold the watch for 
five dollars to the city marshal. It is sup- 
posed that on the same night or Tuesday 
morning he lett for the west, which supposi- 
tion nas pro^ en well founded.

At one time we had only thirteen hundred 
men at work, of \\lnch lour "hundred \\ere 
Americans, and I ordered that all the force 
which ue had at work for the Oregon railroad 
and navigation conipanj should be trans- 
ferred to the Noith Pacific. Soon the influx 
of Chinamen began to be felt, and, we now 
have four thousand men at work,' and the 
chief engineer telegraphs me that he has or-
